Placed on Probation 
As Averages Drop 


As the result of averages com- 
puted at the close of the fall se- 
mester, 278 Hartnell college stu- 
dents have been placed on pro- 
bation, according to Mr. Karl 
Bengston, registrar. 

Mr. Bengston said students 
are placed on probation when 
grade point averages drop be- 
low 2.00 or a “C” average. Un- 
less there is a decided improve- 
ment while on probation, a stu- 
dent may be disqualified from 
attending Hartnell. Scholastic 
requirements disqualified 55 stu- 
dents last summer, Mr. Bengs- 
ton said. 

Mr. Bengston said the mean 
average at Hartnell is 2.063, 
while one fourth of the students 
has grades below 1.61, a high 
“D.” On the pleasant side of 
his report, Mr. Bengston said 
9.4 per cent of the students have 
averages above “B,” and half 
of the students have averages 
above 2.09.
